There aaaaa to have 
been a combination formed at tl^gaa 
three plauea to defeat all euda of Jastlee. 
Drunkenness and rioting aeem to be the 
'order of tbe day.' Nothing letm than a 
aolemn sense of duty impel as Io make 
theae chargea." 

Oonelndint, tbe report roada: ''We 
havevlaited the pablie balldioga and find 
them in good order, their officers polite, 
efficient and faithful in tbe discharge of 
their reepaetlve datles. We woald oall 
tbe attention of tbe County Court to the 
necessity of a new carpet in tbe rear 
room of the Ooaaty Ol^rk'a oflloe. We 
eapecially desire to return onr thanka to 
the Jailer and Sheriff Alexander and hia 
Depatles for their kiadnsaa aad faithful 
aervice, which has been of great value to 
ua. Alao to County Attorney Newell for 
bis oooatant attaadanow and effisient aid 
daring our asaaioa, all of whioh ia re- 
apectfully aabmitted."
